| pete four in the morning. A 
cloudless sky unveiled itself slowly 
and with the ineffable dignity of the 
Eastern dawn. The ship’s engines 
throbbed and were silent; a donkey 
engine on deck rattled and ceased. 
With scarcely a sound the great P. and 
O. liner from behind us glided up to pass 
our little Shire boat and claim priority 


of entrance to the canal. She; too, came 
to rest and remained motionless, a 
towering shadow of steel standing in 


majestic relief against the vague shadows 
of the sand-hills, as one by one they were 
picked out by the gentle fingers of the 
dawn that came up with increasing 
suddenness from out of Arabia. 

Port Tewfiq. The ancient town of 
Suez adjoining. The Red Sea behind us. 
The canal and home before us. But 
. á . . behind Suez the desert . ... 
and Cairo. 

The mystical magic of her name gave 
us a foretaste of the enchantment that is 


Cairo, and attracted us _ irresistibly. 
“Mind vyou,’’ said the sturdy old 
Lancastrian who, broad of beam and 
short of stature, guided our vessel’s 
course and directed our social activities 


on board, ' Mind you, I’m not giving 
you one worrrd of encooragement.”’ The 
purser blustered and said it was quite 
impossible, but Cairo called. 

A suave, certain and unhurried little 
kgyptian bearing Cooks’ proud name on 
his hat-band quietly took our passports 
and some money and deftly conducted us 


past the captain’s disapproval, the 
purser’s profanity and the Egyptian 
officials’ bureaucratic tactics to a little 


tender which landed us on the quay at 
Port Tewfiq as the first arc of an as vet 
harmless sun topped the eastern horizon. 


ACROSS THE DESERT. 


Coffee and rolls in Suez, then a fleet of 
powerful) Buick touring cars drew up at 
the hotel and we embarked. That drive 
of ninety miles, accomplished in two hours 
and fifteen minutes, across the desert from 
Suez to Heliopolis was the coldest thing 
we from Burma had known for four long 
years. 

There was probably a road made up 
underneath somewhere, but the surface 
was composed of at least two inches of 
Joose drift sand. At twenty miles an hour 
we wobbled, at thirty we skidded, at fifty 
we entered into a glorious sine-curve of 
well-judged plunges from side to side of 
the wide motor-track. For ninety miles— 
nine days’ mule-journey—there was simply 
nothing to be seen. Undulating sand and 
gravel spread out for hundreds of miles 
north of us and south of us as we tore 
through a screaming icy wind to the west. 

No other approach to Cairo can be nearly 
so impressive. It is as if in a barren 
ocean one were suddenly to find built on 
a lonely island a _ great 
There is no gradual ‘approach through 
green fields and villages and small towns. 
ne crosses a land some fifty thousand 
square miles in size apparently absolutely 
lifeless, till suddenly one is in Heliopolis. 
ihe new town of Cairo, and then one 
runs through miles of suburban streets. 
with tram-lines, ’buses, and every sign of 


au busy, teeming city population. A little 
further and one has drawn u} opposite 
the “ Khammaret Shabat,’ the  world- 


famous Shepheard’s. 


CAIRO HOTELS. 


Here we dismissed the cars, and saying 
good-bye to Cook’s man, we dispersed 
ourselves into smaller parties. With a 
xentleman who writes best-selling novels 
on future wars in China Seas and other 
places, J repaired to the Semiramis for 
lunch. If one adds to the size and 
splendour of the London Savoy or the 
Liverpool Adeiphi that Oriental nuance 
which we of Burma generally associate 
with the Galle-Face cf Colombo, one gets 
an idea of the wonder of these great Cairo 
caravanserais. 

In front the Nile flowed past, in the 
“calm and proud possession of eternal 
things.’ Across the Nile one could gaze 
on the Pyramids at the terminus of the 
Giza tram-lines. The association of those 
immemorial monuments of the great past 
with these ugliest imprints of a restless 
present must cause in the reader an 
involuntary grimace that is half laugh 
and half shudder. 

In the great mirrored palm-hall that 
acts as. vestibule to the Semiramis Hotel, 
we watched the flashing kaleidoscope of 
the military uniforms of a dozen nations 
interchange with the more sober, but no 
less gorgeous, academic robes of half a 
hundred universities (a Conference of 
Tropical Hygiene was in progress). 


SHOPPING. 


After lunch and cocktails we sought the 
native bazaar. Narrow, arched passages, 
zig-zaggzing between wzaily bedecked shops, 
Jead one to the heart of 1}, native quarter. 
Ancient doorways, old,  iron-framed 
windows and thick walls of venerable 
granite peep out as a rich back-ground 
to the wares of the East and West dis- 
played lavishly on tables or in windows. 
Little Egyptians and Greeks and Arabs, 
dressed in well-cut European clothes and 
red fez, stood smiling on their doorsteps. 
“No buy today, only come look-see, other 
day buying,’’ they tempted. 

We fell. A rope of lapis lazuli and 
moon-crystals, unpolished and set in old 
sold, lured us into one shop. We sat 
down on yound carved stools. On another 
a beautifully embroidered cloth of many 
colours was laid. In small glass tumblers 


Persian tea was served with biszuits 
cooked from an Indian recipe. Soussa’s 


best Egyptian cigarettes were offered to us, 
and we talked. Or rather M. Ispahany 
talked and we listened. Surely if sales- 
mansbip has the importance to our trade 
that the Prince of Wales says it has, we 
could not do better than to send our 
voung salesmen to Cairo to learn! My 
friend left the chop carrying the tea- 
pot and a box of cigarettes; his wife had 
bought the tea-cloth and I had the rope 
of crystals. Yet we had entered fully 
determined only to ‘‘come, look-see, no 
buy to-day.”’ 


THE CITADEL. 


Next we drove to the Citadel. An 
interesting incident occurred en route, As 
we drove up the Citadel hilj, an 


Egyptian soldier on a motor-cycle with 
rifle slung over his shoulder an revolver 
in unbuttoned holster overtook us from 
the rear, travelling at some forty miles 
an hour. In passing he shouted at our 
driver, who promptly drew up at one 


side. Next came another whirlwind 
motor-cyclist, who also. shouted out some- 
thing in Egyptian and our (river 


informed us that Lord Lloyd was coming. 
Then came a fleet of half-a-dozen cars, 
all-travelling at about forty miles an 
hour, in one of which we were able to 
recognise the High Commissioner. A 
further escort of armed motor-cyclists 
followed the cortege. 

The Citadel was built before the days 
of trade unions—in 1166, to be precise, 
when the great crusading Saladin dis- 
mantled the smaller pyramids at Giza 
to furnish stone for the purpose. It is 
a great fortress overlooking the city as 
far as the desert in every direction. 
tlere were massacred in March, 1811, the 
Mameluke Beys, those former slaves who 
eventually ruled over Egypt till

Before the curtain rose 
Mme. Cogley made a speech not calculated 
to raise our hopes, in which she said that 
‘‘in fairness to Mr. O’Fearghail” she 
must state that he had not seen the play, 
nor had he read it until two hours before 


the performance was due to begin. So we 
resolved not to expect much; for we 
thought that even an actor -like Pol 


O’Fearghail scarcely could make the play 
go under such adverse circumstances. 


A Fine Achievement.

Gaelic in Belfast. 


A correspondent writes:—The reference 
in the “Diary” to the new Gaelic 
College recently opened in Belfast re- 
minds me that it was in this city that the 
revival of the language had its first 
organised beginning, which seems strange 
in these days when the northern capita! 
is free from the problems and contro 
versies of compulsory Irish. 

After the Harp Festival of 1792, at 
which Bunting took down the famous 
traditional Irish airs, a school for the 
study of Irish was formed. The desire 
for knowledge of the language arose 
naturally from their interest in the native 
music, for the next step was to collect 
the Gaelic songs of the people in order to 
wed them to the lately collected airs. 
With Northern thoroughness a _ native 
Irish speaker from Clare was engaged to 
come to Belfast and give instruction in 
the language. The class was abandoned 
during the troublous time in the North, 
which led to the execution of one of his 
first pupils, Thomas Russell, a United 
Irishman. Lynch afterwards came to 
Dublin and got employment as a copyist 
of manuscripts in Trinity College and the 
Royal Irish Academy. 


Judasses. 


In quite a number of the houses in 
Trinity College there are curious holes 
in the walls of the stairs and landings. 
These mysterious. openir~s, which have 
been made many years ago, are really spy- 
holes, and are generally known as 
‘* dunscopes.’’ They are cunningly arranged 
so that a person within the rooms can see 
who is knecking at his outer door or 
““oak,” and can, therefore, decide whether 
or not to open the door. Some of the 
holes are more than a century old and are 
quite a feature of the place. Tradition 
says that their first purpose was to pre- 
vent the admission of duns looking for 
payment of tradesinen’s bills or of bailiffs 
seeking to levy distress warrants on .ex- 
travagant students. Thev used’to be called 
Judasses, because Judas was the -spy 
among the Apostles, and these are spy- 
holes. 

Recently when visiting the old Steen 
castle at Antwerp I was shown the 
terrible dungeons or oubliettes where 
people were imprisoned. The guide pointed 
out the holes through. which the jailer 
watched his unfortunate prisoners and 
occasionally pushed to them their scanty 
supply of bread and water. I asked the 
name of these little windows and was much 
interested to learn that they were called 
Judasses, so that the word is used in 


French as well as in English.

In the. Citadel also we visited the 


great mosque of Mohammed Ali Pasha, 
begun by him in 1824, but not completed 
until 1857, when Said Pasha finished the 
creat work... 'To enter the mosque, which 
is also known as the Alabaster Mosque 
and was designed by a Greek after the 
Nuri Osmanieh Mosque of Constantinople, 
one is given a pair of canvas boot- 
covers. to. wear; for the entire interior is 
covered with an enormous and priceless 
Turkey carpet in rich colours. Inside 
the mosque all the pillars are square, 
except jor two pillars at the shrine 
opposite the entrance. These are round, 
and there is a thoughtful reason for the 
They were so

or pussy, willow tree. It was the only 
one in the district, as far as I could see, 
and was a very pleasant sight. I wondered 
did the owners of it know that every blue 
willow tree planted is worth twenty pounds 
in twenty years?

had broken out. 

A month later he was an officer in the 
Australian lying Corps. 


“Go the North and South. 


Here his experience of the Balkan cam- 
paign stood him in good stead, and it 
was not long before he was seconded to 


the Military History Department as 
oficial photographer, where his daring 
efforts to obtain pictures of enemy 


trenches and dispositions, won for him a 
double Military Cross and two 
‘* mentions. ”’ 

In 1919, he navigated thé Blackburn 
Ranganoo- Aeroplane on the LEngland- 
Australia Flight: a year later he was 
second-in-command of the British Im- 
perial Antarctic Expedition; in 1922 he 
was Naturalist’ with Shackleton on the 
Quest Expedition. 

As leader of the Wilkins’ Australia 
Expedition from 1923 to 1925 he carried 
out invaluable exploration work for the 
Natural History Section of the British 
Museum in North Australia and the 
Coast islands, and in the following year 
commanded the Detroit Arctic Expedition 
which culminated in a flight from Point 
Barrow to Spitzbergean and gained for 
him a knighthood and the Patron’s Medal 
of the Royal Geogrzphical Society. 

His address at present is somewhere jn 
the neighbourhood of the South Pole, for 
he is attempting to make an aerial survey 
of that unknown and unkindly portion 
of the earth’s crust.

Ever since that memorable day, more 
than a year ago, that marked the arrival 
of Biddy, accompanied by a square 
envelope labelled “ Pedigree ” ; her owners 
have felt a real pride in her aristocratic 
ancestry.

There was the downcast, thoug’ pedigreed, 
little dog in his white woollen hug-me- 
tight. and a deep shame in his brown 
eves, the shame of motley. 

At last Biddy’s relations were located, 
and with a throb of pleasure her owner 
saw that some of the ears were erect and 
others drooping, though a second glance 
showed that in no case did a pair of ears 
fail to correspond; and in no case, alas!

Sim,—As an artisan 1 wish through your 
columns to ask some of the leaders of this 
land to be good enough to enlighten me and 
thousands like me as to the benefits which 
our children are gaining by learning Irish 
at school instead of other useíul subjects. 

National school education such as had 
was not up to much, as I soon found out 
once | started to work. What is it now: 
[ have a few lads, recently out of school, 
learning a trade, and it is no exaggeration 
to say that they have less practical know- 
ledge at sixteen than we had at thirteen. 
The elements of science, geometry or mathe- 
matics are unknown to them, 

One subject they should have, or are 
supposed to have, is a knowledge of Irish. 
| have tried with all of the lads fresh from 
whom I have met to get them to use 
of the language, so that 1 myself 
might increase my very smal) store of it; 
but in everv case I was laughed at, and told 
that they had got enough of the language 
at school (to say nothing of the accompany- 
ing floggings on its account), and now they 
were away from school they never wanted 
to hear a word of it again. 

Looking at the hundreds that come day 
by day looking for work, and hearing their 
tales of abject poverty and want, I think 
it is a crying shame, nay, sin, that so much 
time and money should be spent, rathe 
wasted, on the policy of compulsory Irish 
when the same money used to open up some 
of our mineral wealth would bring food to 
many a hungry mother and child and make 
our country worthy of the name of a nation. 

Can any T.D. point out to me any benefit 
which we as a nation, or our children as 
the nation oí the future, will derive from 
the policy of compulsory Irish?

“That this meeting of the Executive of 
the Ihish Beet-Growers’ Association endorses 
the decision of the delegates appointed by 
the Special Committee to negotiate with the 
Irish Sugar Manufacturing Company as to 
the price of beet for this year, in inserti 
advertisements in the daily and provincial 
pers strongly advising farmers not to grow 
veet under contract in view of the attitude 
of the Irish Sugar Manufacturing Company in 
refusing more than a basic price of 45s. for 
the 1929 crop.”’ 
‘That this meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee, having considered the Irish Sugar 
Manufacturing Company’s reply to the Com- 
mittee’s counter-proposal relative to the price 
of beet this year, hereby. instructs. each 
County Committee to hold meetings in each 
loading area immediately for the purpose of 
organising farmers against signing contracts 
at 45s. Also that each County Committee be 
instructed to arrange a house-to-house canvass 
of farmers in the beet areas immediately, and 
that the Association circularise every member 
in the ten beet-growing counties, advising 
them to make arrangements to sow other 
crops and desist from sowing beet.’’ 
_The Committee further passed a resolu- 
tion, condemning a statement in the 
Sunday Times imputing dishonest deal- 
ing with the factory on the part of 
growers, of which there were 6,500 last 
seuson, and only one case of this kind 
had occurred. 

FARMERS’ “ §LOGAN,”’ 
Mr. W. H. M. Cobbe, who presided, 
stated that the object of the meeting was 
to devise the best means to see that the 
factory did not get beet this season, and 
that the farmers would be loyal to the 
Association and to their own and to tbe 
country’s interests. This would be a-fight 
to a finish, and the finish should be 
victory for the farmers. They had the 
active support of every class and party. 
He was convinced that by winning this 
time they would show that farmers were 
determined to assert their rights, and 
would begin a movement leading to greater 
things. Their slogan should be ‘Sow no 
beet.’’

IN CITY PARKS AND 
GARDENS. 
SPRING’S TOUCH ON 
TREE AND FLOWER. 


— 


By Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
The ideal weather of the past few weeks 
a.ready has affected Dublin's public parks and 
—. Spring blooms are appearing in the 

ds, and everywhere one sees the quickening 
of bud and foliage in plant and tree. In 
walking through the People’s Gardens, 
Phoenix Park, the Botanic Gardens, and 8&t. 
Stephen's Green Park yesterday one scarce 
could realise that we are still in March. The 
sun was warm and brilliant, and the early 
beds of crocus, tulip and anemone were very 
pleasant to the eye. Hundreds of people were 
abroad, and all seemed fully to enjoy the 
scene. 
- Among the most popular resorts at this 
time of the year are the People’s Gardens in 
the Phoenix Park. Young and old delight to 
linger there and view the beautiful expanse 
of beds, the rich variety of tree and aah, 
and the fine prospect of the Dublin and 
Wicklow Mountain ranges, with their ever- 
me play of light and colour, Yesterday 
the Park authorities appreciated public feel- 
ing, when for the first time this year they 
brought forth garden chairs for the free use 
of visitors. The seats were a boon; they 
gave just that one touch of comfort which 
enhances one’s enjoyment of a pleasant scene. 
NURSERIES AND PLANT HOUSES. 
Through the kindness of Mr. A. F. Pearson, 
of the Board of Works, I had the interesting 
experience of visiting the nurseries and plant 
houses in the Phenix Park. Here something 
like 100,000 plants are propagated yearly to 
supply the Gardens, and here also are 
wintered those plants that people admire out- 
of-doors in summer months. In the seven 
huge span-roofed glasshouses are thousands 
of plants in various stages, from the seedling 
to the pant in readiness for bedding; there 
are cold pits also, where the plants are so 
acclimatised that they can bear the atmo- 
sphere of the Gardens. These plant houses, 
at the left-hand side of the main entrance 
to the Park from _ Parkgate street, 
are screened from public view by seedling 
oaks, which were presented to the Board of 
Works by dhe late Lord Ardilaun on the 
occasion Of Queen Victoria is lust visit to 
Dublin. - 
The potting houses are hard by the plant 
houses, and in these yesterday the staff were 
husy pricking off the tender seedlings, Leaves 
from the thousands of trees throughout the 
Park find their way thither in the form of 
wood-ash, a substance rich in ammonia, which 
gives strength and beauty to the park’s array 
of plants and shrubs, 

A RARE EUCALYPTUS. 
Mr. Pearson, in the course of conversatian, 
pointed to a eucalyptus growing inside 
the main entrance, and told me that the seeds 
of this particular species cannot be procured 
from ordinary seedsmen; it is the only 
eucalyptus of its kind which bears flowers 
and seeds in our latitude, 
The People’s Gardens, despite the very 
severe weather of last month, are looking 
well, and blooms and foliage are well forward, 
The rock walk, so neglected during the war 
years, is coming into its own again; it is in 
a very forward state, and the ‘‘ Long Border ”’ 
is expected to surpass its former beauty. 
It gives one of the best displays of spring 
and summer flowering that can be seen in 
any public park, Weallitlowers, forget-me-not, 
and tulips will be striking features in this 
200-vard long border. If favourable weather 
continues there will be a continuous display 
of these flowers from April to June in the 
People’s Gardens. 
One thing would contribute greatly to the 
convenience of the staff and the appearance 
of the Gardens. Receptacles are provided 
for waste papers, parcel-wrapping, fruit 
peel, and the like, and if visitors would use 
these they would relieve the staff of a great 
deal of work, and leave them freer to promote 
the comfort of the visitors. It is calculated 
that ‘the litter cast away by visitors on any 
holiday involves a full day's clearing by the 
staff 
THE BOTANIC GARDENS. 

Thousands have visited the Botanic 
Gardens during the past two days. In the 
rock gardens yesterday pink heather, yellow 
primula and saxifraga, dark red jewel 
rimula, multi-coloured anemones, and yellow 
tulins formed a delightful colour scheme. 
The orchid house is a great attraction to 
visitors, and the camelia house, where the 
plants now are in full bloom, is a very pretty 
sight The collection of alpines here is 
a delight to see. The daffodils are comin 
mto bloom—a few more days and we sha 
see the fulness of their golden glory. 


ST. STEPHEN'S GREEN.

COAST EROSION. 


BOARD OF HEALTH'S 
REQUEST. 
HOUSING GRANTS. FOR 
THE PEOPLE. 


—_——— o --_— 


At the meeting of the County Wicklow 
Board of Health, Mr. J. J. Metcalfe, Chair- 
man, presiding, a further report from Mr. R 
M. Butler, C.E., was read, stating that on 
Sunday, 24th ult., when he visited Greystones, 
the beach had been stripped barer than he 
could remember to have seen it during nearly 
thirty years. Many old coins of the reign 
of William and Mary were found on the 
stripped foreshore or beach which suggested 
that the erosion had exposed a surface that 
had not been bared for an extremely long 
period of time. The collapsed portion of the 
wall exactly corresponded with the abnormal 
stripping of the beach, The wall was, of 
course, In no sense a defence wall, but the 
continuation of a previously-existing old wall 
extended in order to enclose the north beach 
dumping ground and the approach to it, The 

way was not a county road, and the 
Council had no powers or funds to carry out 
defence works or to contemplate any measures 
against coast erosion, which would, of course, 
have involved enormous outlay with extensive 
and long-continued experiment. 

On the 28th ult. Mr. Butler again visited 
Greystones, and met Mr. Nicholas O'Dwyer, 
Chief Engineering Inspector of the Local 
Government Department, and Mr. _ = 
O'Mahony, T.D. The question of the possi- 
bility of temporary-measures being taken to 
stay the progress of erosion was discussed, 
but he (Mr. Butler) was unable to suggest any 
immediately ptacticable measures likely to be 
useful. It bad since been suggested to him 
by Mr. A. Delap, M.A., B.E., President of the 
Institute of Civil Engineers of Ireland, who 
had wmque experience of marine work, that if 
£150 to £200 were expended upon strong 
brushwood, tree-tops, etc., chained and firmly 
anchored together and piled against the face 
of the bank, it would probably give tem- 
porary protection that might !-st through the 
summer, and so afford time to consider 
whether any national or other scheme of coast 
protection works on a large scale might be 


undertaken. 
BOARD'S VIEWS. 

Mr. Bourne said that the Board should 
never have taken any steps to protect the 
coast, and he thought that they should be 
unanimous in repudiating any steps to protect 
it. . The Government should take steps to 
protect the property of the people who were 
in the vicinity, or to compensate them for the 
damage that had been done. 

Mr. C. M. Byrne said that the Government 
should be asked, instead of giving money for 
the purpose of building another wall, to help 
these people to acquire land and give them 
money to build other houses instead of the 
houses that had been demolished, 

Mr. Everett said that they should demand 
compujsory powers, and under them acquire 
land and give substantial grants, other thaw 
housing grants, to enable people to Luild 
houses there. 

Mr. Joseph Metcalfe asked what was going 
to happen to the people who earned their 
living by letting their houses during the 
summer. Was there no compensation for 
them, or what was going to be done for 
them? 

Mr. Heatley said that the Government 
ought to compensate them, 

Mr. Bourne~It was a misleading state- 
ment in the Dail that the Board of Health 
had taken the matter in hand, because the 
Board had not. 

RESPONSIBILITY REPUDIATED, 

On the motion of Mr. C. M. Byrne, the 
following resolution was passed :—'' That we 
repudiate any responsibility for the damage 
done by coast erosion at Greystones. That 
we are of the opinion that the proper 
solution of this problem would be the com- 
pulsory acquiring of land, and the building 
of houses for the people whose houses have 
been demolished and ruined in the recent 
storms, and that we request our colleague, 
Deputy Everett, and the other deputies for 
the county to urge on the Government that. 
instead of civing grants for the building of 
walls or other at ts to keep out the sea 
in this particular place, to give substantial 
additional housing grants to those people 
whose houses have been destroyed to enable 
them to build honses more inland.” 

Mr. Joseph Metcalfe proposed that the 
Board call on the Government to give com- 
pensation to the people who had to leave 
their homes owing to the sea wall falling at 
Greystones. 
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ATTEMPT TO ROB BREAD 
SERVER. 


THREE ARTANE MEN ACCUSED 


How the lights of an appreaching motor- 
car frightened away would-be robbers was 
told in the Balbriggan District Court. when 
three young men, John Henvey, Joseph 
Kenny, and Denis Nolan, all of Artane, were 
returned for trial on a charge of conspiracy 
to rob Peter Farrell on November 17 last at 
Artane. 

Peter Farrell, Yellow Walls, Malahide, a 
breadvan driver, employed by Messrs. 
O’Rourke, of Dublin, deposed that on the 
night of November 17 he was driving bis 
bread van towards the city. He had £18 18s, 
in his possession. At Killester lane he met 
two men, one of whom caught the horse by 
the head and pulled him into the lane. The 
second man was standing some distance away 
against the wall. Just then a motor-car came 
up from the Dublin direction, and stopped at 
the head of the lane, as if about to enter it. 
When the lights of the motor-car fell on the 
men they ran away down the lane. The men 
were masked, and the night was very dark, 
and witness could not identify any of the 
accused men. 

Superintendent Hughes deposed to taking 
statements from the three aceused men at 
Coolock Guards barracks. After having been 
cautioned Nolan made a statement, in the 
course of which he said : “ I did it all right. 
Henvey was with me. We did not intend to 
bring Farrell down the Jane, but to take a 
few pounds off him where we held him up. 
Henvey said that he had a gun. I did not 
see it, but he told me he had it.” 

Continuing, the Superintendent said that 
he then interviewed Henvey, and read Nolan’s 
statement to him. Henvey said: ‘I have 
heard the statement of Denis Nolan; it is 
true,”’. The accused, Kenny, when cautioned 
by the Superintendent, said: ‘‘ I was asked 
to go on the job with Henvey, and, of course, 
I said J would.” 

The Justice expressed his appreciation of 
the manner in which the case had been 
prepared by Superintendent Hughes. He 
returned the accused men for trial on the 
conspiraey charge. In the armed robbery 
charge he refused informations against 
Kenny, but received them against the other 
two, and in two charges ME the Firearms 
Act he received niovemniens as against 
Henney, 

The Justice, in refusing bail, said that 
any man who came before him charged with 
an offence involving the use of firearms 
deserved no special ie, and he would 
extend none in this case. 

Henney and Nolan were returned for trial 
in custody, and Kenny was admitted to bail.

An organisation which is in danger of being 
overlooked, if not altogether forgotten, by 
those not immediately concerned is the 
Soldiers’, Sailors’ and Airmen’s Families’ 
Association, whose untiring activities are con- 
ducted very quietly on the top floor of óó

This Association endeavours to do for the 
women of ex-Service men what is done for 
the men themselves by the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Association in South Frederick street. 
It is not a war fund, but a. permanent 
organisation which undertakes, wherever 
possible, to obtain work for the wives, 
families, widows and dependents of Service 
men; to help in cases of sickness, and to get 
applicants for grants in communication with 
the proper sources. 

Numerous cases have been helped who can- 
not legitimately claim consideration from any 
of the other Codie who look after the in- 
terests of Service men’s dependents—for 
instance, the large number of women whose 
husbands were discharged after 1921, and 
children born since 1927, who are not eligible 
for grants from the British Legion or the 
United Services Fund. 

THE SOCIETY'S WORK. — 

A large portion of the work consists of 
investigation of claims from the Free State 
on behalf of such societies as Lloyd’s Patriotic 
Fund, the Cavalry Benefit Association, the 
Royal Patriotic Fund Corporation and many 
others. Having gone into claims made on 
these societies, the grants made are then 
distributed through the officers of the Dawson 
street branch. 

Since the change of Government and the 
departure of the British regiments the 
Association in Dublin has had a very serious 
loss of revenue, Its interests had always 
been well looked after by the ladies of the 
regiments quartered in Dublin and through 
the country. Many entertainments used to be 
organised to. help the funds, and left-off 
clothing was given in generous quantities 
from this source. 

Some of the women who come for help 
have sad tales to tell of the straggle that 
existence means to them. One woman has a 
family of sixteen to be clothed and fed, only 
one of them of an age to earn his own living. 
Another, whose husband was discharged im 
1922 with a small pension and unfit for 
regular work, has twelve children. 

"very Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
applicants come to Miss Finny, who is the 
secretary, at the Dawson street office, some- 
times seventy in one morning, to have their 
requests for help considered. In al] cases 
where money is given it is with the object of 
helping the aegheante to be self-supporting, 
not merely to relieve the immediate need. 
Some of the women get employment as 
workers in the Clothing Department, which 
collects left-off clothing, purchases material 
and has garments made for distribution, 

The Association is the oldest organisation 
of its kind, having been founded in 1885 as a 
result of the departure of the expeditionary 
force to Egypt. ' 

THE DUBLIN DISTRICT. 

Dublin district includes 27 divisions (or 
country centres) covering the whole centre of 
Ireland, with representatives in each area, 
and the head office in London recognises the 
work of Dublin district so important that it 

rovides a special grant to cover all ad- 
mivistrative expenses, which is not done for 
any other district. As far as grants are con- 
cerned, however, funds have to be collected 
locally, and ewing to changed conditions in 
lreland, and the many other claims on public 
sympathy, it has been agghns á difficult to 
collect ‘sufficient money to help adequately 
with the many distressing cases applying for 
assistance. 

It should be noted in this connection that 
the money contributed by the public on 
Poppy Day does not in any way benefit this 
Association, although such collections natur- 
ally tend to Jimit contributions to the Asso- 
ciation. | 

A sum of £1,234 14s. was received by 
Dublin district during 1928, which includes 
the grant from the head office for administra- 
tion; £2,124 3s. was received from other funds 
for specified cases, and, in addition, allow: 
ances amounting to over £500 were obtained 
through the reports and recommendations 
from this office, but paid directly to the 
beneficigries. 

The number of applications in the Dublin 
office during 1928 was 4,433; the number of 
eases assisted by Dublin district office was 
424; 306 nourishment orders were issued, and 
458 cases were assisted by administrated 
funds; 3,162 letters and reports were sent, 
and 940 visits paid by the qualified nurse 
visitor.

ENNISCORTHY DOCTOR AND 


HEALTH BOARD. 
The County Wexford Board of Health and 
Public Assistance, at its meeting, which was 
held in Enniscorthy last Monday, received 
a letter from the surgeon at the County 
Hospital (Dr. M. O’Brien) refusing to agree 
to draft regulations made by the Board.

JUDGMENT IN LONDON 


COURTS. 


In the Admiralty Division, London, yester- 
day, Mr. Justice Hill gave judgment in 
favour of the defendants in the action in 
which the owners of the coasting steamship 
Alison sued the owners of the Liverpool 
steamship Zillah for damages caused to the 
Alison in a collision with the defendant’s 
boat in Queenstown Harbour on the evening 
of October 28 last. 

The plaintiff's ship was sunk after the 
collision, and her master and crew were also 
claiming for loss of their effects when the 
vessel went down. Negligent navigation on 
the part of the Zillah was alleged by the 
plaintiffs to have brought about the collision. 

The defendants denied that those on board 
the Zillah were negligent, and, in counter- 
claiming for damages to their own steamer, 
said that it was the negligence of the Alison 
that was responsible. 

His lordship found the Alison alone to 
blame for the collision, and judgment was 
entered for defendants, with costs.

POSSIBLE SURPLUS. 

The lead which last week for the first time 
British revenue gained over expenditure was 
increased by something over £7 millions this 
, week, 

The total revenue was £28,258.983, exceed- 
ing the expenditure of £22,711,114 by 
£1 247,869. 

The chief contribution to revenue was the 


income tax during the week; super-tax 
brought £5.9 milhons, estate duties £2.7 
millions, and stamps £2 millions. Customs 
and Excise brought £8.7 millions between 
them. 

Ordinary expenditure was considerable, as 
was to be ex , the supply services alone 
taking £16 milhons, compared with £15.7 
millions in the corresponding week of 1928. 
Even so, £1.6 million was added to the sink- 
ing fund allocation, which is still nearly £11 
milhons short of the estimate. 

National debt interest, and management 
took £1.4 million and local taxation accounts 
£1.5 miliion. Other receipts and other issues 
balanced approximately, so that the floating 
debt is down by £7,510,000 through a drop

A Fairer Dublin. 


We.report to-day a plan which has been 
devised by Mr. Commissioner Murphy for 
the beautifying of one of the principal 
thoroughfares of residential ‘Dublin. It 
is proposed that Lower Baggot street, 
from Fitzwilliam street to 
street, shall be reconstructed, with an 
elongated “island” down the centre. This 
island, twelve feet wide, would be fur- 
nished with trees and seats. The tramway 
lines would run on either side, leaving a 
space of fifteen feet for other traffic 
between themselves and the footways. 
The cost of the works—which probably 
will. be completed within a few. weeks 
—will be over £13,000. We 
every effort made to beautify the capital 
city of the Free State. The laying of good 
road surfaces and the provision of new 
dwellings things; but 
practical operations ought to be carried 
Out with an eye to grace as well as to 
usefulness. Dublin is but ill-furnished 
with trees. Many a street of good archi-

DUBLIN 'BUS COLLIDES 
WITH BREADVAN. 


SIX PERSONS TREATED IN 
HOSPITAL. 

Six people were taken to the Royal City 
of Dublin Hospital as the result of a 
collision belween a motor breadvan and 
a motor "bus at Merrion Gates, Dublin, 
last night. 

Three people were detained in the 
hospital, while the other three were dis- 
charged aiter treatment. 

THE INJURED. 

The names of the injured people are :— 

William Kiernan, 14 Charlemout Mall, 
Dublin, the driver of the breadvan—Cuts to 
the face and severe shock, Detained 

Patrick Gorman, aged 76 years, 19 Upper 
Dorset: street, the collector on the breadvan 
—Concussior aud cuts to face. . Detained. 

Mary Ward, aged about 20 years, a teacher 
at Sion Hill Convent, Blackrock, a passenger 
in the *bus—Shock and Abrasions. Detained. 

Christopher O'Reilly, aged 18 years, of 105 
Parnell street, a passenger in the breadvan — 
Cuts to tace. Discharged. 

Thomas Quinn, of 15 Werburgh street, a 
passenger in the 'bus—Cuts to face. Dis- 
charged. 

Eugene Finn, of 9 Brusna Cottages, Black- 
rock, the conductor of the *bus—Abrasions 
to face. Discharged. 

The breadvan was the property of 
Messrs. Dempsey, bakers, of 3 Gloucester 
place, Dublin. 


HOW THE ACCIDENT HAPPENED. 

It appears that at about 8.30 p.m. the 
breadvan was coming towards Dublin, 
when, at Merrion Gates, it cut out to the 
right to pass a tramcar which was. pro- 
ceeding in the same direction. A No. 1 
Thistle "bus, driven by Andrew Delaney, 
Mount Pellier Hill, Parkgate street, was 
travelling from the city, and was almost 
abreast of the tram when the breadvan 
swerved out in front of it. The driver 
of the ’bus saw that a collision was in- 
evitable, but swung to the left on to the 
footpath to avoid a head-on collision, 
which would have had much more serious 
results. 

The right front of the breadvan struck 
the right side of the ‘bus. The force of 
the collision shattered the glass on the 
side of the ’bus and badly damaged the 
woodwork on that side. The front of the 
breadvan was also badly damaged. 


REMOVAL OF THE INJURED. 

The ’bus was able to proceed, under its 
own power, and took its injured pas- 
sengers to the- Royal City of Dublin 
Hospital, Baggot street. The three 
occupants of the breadvan were taken to 
the hospital in the Pembroke Fire Brigade 
ambulance. The damaged breadvan was 
later taken to the Booterstown Tolice 
Station. 

Gorman, who was taken to hospital in 
an unconscious condition, is the only 
seriously injured person, but is expected 
to recover. |

CASE TAKEN OVER 
BY CANADA.

WASHINGTON, Tuedday. 

Mr. Vincent Massey, Canadian Minister is 
Washington, today called at the State De- 
partment in connection with the incident of 
the Canadian schooner I'm Alone,. and con- 
ferred for some time with the Assistant 
Secretary of State, Mr. William Castle.

, The Canadian Legation at the same time 
issued a: statement, saying—‘* Any discussion: 
of the case which may be necessary with the 
Government of the United States will be con- 
ducted by the Canadian Minister, who has 
already ingnired at the State Department 
concerning the incident.” 


BRITISH INTERESTS. 

The British Ambassador, Reuter’s Corre: 
spondent is informed, will retain a diréct in- 
terest in the question should it be found that 
“ the interpretation of the Liquor Smuggling 
Treaty was involved, ‘since that treaty con- 
cerned every unit of the: British Common- 
wealth. 
be interested to the extent oí the harm or 
molestation of any British members of the 
crew.’

Grosvenor, third daughter of the first 
Duke of Westminster, she was married to 
the then Prince Adolphus,, eldest son of 
the Duke and Duchess. of Teck. 

The Prince, a soldier, went out soon 
aiterwards, and served in the South. 
African War. While he was there his 
father died, and. he succeeded to “the 
Dukedom of Teck, Afterwards he served 
as Military Attache in:Vienna, and was 
accompanied there by the Duchess. 

During the Great War members of the 
Royal Family abandoned their “ enemy ” 
tities, and in the summer of 1917 the 


| Duke of Teck. was created Marquess of 


Cambridge ‘The Marquess and 
Marchioness lived for many years at 
Shotton Hill, Shrewsbury. There they 
often entertained the King and Queen, 
and they were very popular members of 
county society...

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 DEATH OF CARDINAL 
GALLI. 
EPIDEMIC OF MORTALITY 
IN SACRED COLLEGE. 

Reuter’s Correspondent ‘announces that 
Cardinal] Galli, the famous Latin scholar. 
died in Rome yesterday morning, aged 
‘Sixty three years. He, it was, who trans 
lated into Latin most of the encyclicals 
and allocutions of Pope Leo XIT., and alter 
Leo’s death Cardinal Galli spoke his Latin 
enlogy to the College of Cardinals. At 
the last three Conclaves he delivered the 
nddresses (in Latin) “Pro Eligendo 
Pontifice.’’ One of his most notable Latin 


“essays was the encyclical issued by Pope 


Benedict XV., in 1921, on the occasion of 
the Dante centenary. 

During the: past two or three years, 
says a Vatican City message, there has 
been such ‘heavy mortality among Italian 
Cardinals that. they seem to have been 
affected by some special epidemic. 

With the single exception of Monsignor 
Patrick O'Donnell, Archbishop of Armagh, 
all Cardinals who have died since October, 
i827, have been Italian. The number ‘ol 
Italian members of the Sacred College has 
been reduced by the death of Monsignor 
Galli to ‘twenty-seven, as agdinst thirty- 
‘three Cardinals of non-Italian nationality. 
There are, therefore, no Jess than ten 
vacant ‘‘red hats,’’ but, as has been 
cynically observed here, ‘“‘there are many 
more heads which aspire to be ccvered.”’ 

Despite the Pope’s good-will. he 
certainly will not be able to satisfy all 
these aspirants at the next Consistory, 
which will take place after 'the ratifica- 
tien of the Lateran Treaties. 

The epidemic does not seem to have 
abated yet, as it is announced that 
Monsignor Lucidi, who. was created

. THE HUMANE ASPECT. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 
Mr. Bowerman (Lab., Deptford) asked the 
President of the Board of Trade whether 
his attention had been drawn to the fact 
that during. the past- fifteen years deaths 
due to coal-gas poisoning had increased 
from 170 to 1,142. . 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister’ replied - that 
since the Committee on the Use oi Carbon 
Monoxide had reported in 1921, the situa- 
tion had been carefully watched. When 
reference was made to the number of 
deaths due to gas poisoning, it was neces- 
sary to bear in mind how large the pro- 
portion was of eases of suicide. He pro- 
posed to appoint a: small committee of 
experts to review the developments which 
had taken place since the Committee sat 
in 1921. J 

In reply to Mr. W. ‘Thorne (Lab., 
Plaistow), Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister said: 
It is quite extraordinary the. proportion 
of suicides. In the case of people who 
have. died from gas poisoning in 1927, 
there were 940 suicides and the other 
deaths were 150. '

Great captains from foreign lands, 
statesmen, princes and the representatives 
of kings, assembled in the French capital 
to do honour to a spirit which, im the 
words of M. Poincaré, was the “most. 
ardent and pure that ever shed its 
brilliance on earth.’’ on F 

All classes of the people drawn from all 
parts of France turned out’ to pay their 
last tribute, and the greatest crowds 
within living memory lined the streets to 
watch the funeral procession pass by. 


TWO MILLION MOURNERS. 

The French’” “Marshals — Franchet 
d’Esperev, Pétain and Lyautey,-the four 
British Field-Marshals,; and M. Painlevée, 
the Minister of War—were. among the 
pall-bearers. ; 

The scenes as the corfége slowly pro- 
ceeded to the Invalides was remarkable in 
its impressiveness. Nearly two million 
people lined the streets. Every window 
and balcony was crowded with. spectators. 
As the gun carriage passed in front of the 
statue of Jeanne d’Arc, in the Place des 
Pyramides, the ‘*Marseillaiso’ was 
sounded on muffled drums. 

Again, as the procession passed Stras- 
bourg statne, wreathed. in flawers, and 
around whieh had gathered veterens from 
the recovered provinces, the geremony was 
repeated. | 


M.-POINCARE’S TRIBUTE. 

M. Poincaré is generally regarded as an 
unemotional man, but his tribute at the 
graveside to the lost leader, whieh he read 
in clear tones, show traces of deep feeling 
He referred to 
the qualities possessed by Marshal Foch, 
which Bossuet had enumerated as the 
characteristic traits of the hero--bravery, 
magnanimity, natural goodness, vivacity, 
penetration and greatness, and sublimity 
of genius. He had no other ambition than 
to serve. 

M. Poincaré paid a striking tribute, to 
Marshal Foch’s humanity. ‘ Convinced 
that an armistice. would permit of the 
settlement of the conditions of the future 
peace to the complete satisfaction ol 
justice, he would not. out of the sentiment 
of humanity, advise further hecatombs.’ 

M. Poincaré’s speech, which was listened 
to in intense silence, lasted for half-an- 
hour. and at-its conclusion there was a 
march past of French and Allied troops, 
headed by General Gouraud. : 

Colours were dipped, and efficers 
saluted with their swords as they passed, 
-It was a soldier’s gesture of farewell to a 
dead comrade. The Marshal was finally 
“aid to rest in the presence of his family 
and a few friends-and some twenty official 
representatives. 


THE PRINCE FLIES BACK. 


The Prince of Wales, after attending 
the funeral of Marshal Foch, in. Paris, 
made the return journey to London by 
air. The machine in which he travelled 
left Le Bourget aerodreme at 5.55 p.m. 
and arrived at Croydon. at 6 pm. . This is 
the second time that, the, Prince, has made 
this flight. 

The first occasion 
ceneral ‘strike, when he flew from Paris 
to Londcn in a machine piloted by Cap- 
tain O. P. Jones, who again acted as the 
Prince's pilot. : 

The Prince was accompanied by 
Admiral Sir Lionel Halsey, Major the 
Hon. Piers Legh, and Captain Gilbert 
Stephen. 

After. descending from the "plane he 
stood chatting for a few minutes with the 
pilot and other officials of the aerodrome. 
There was a thick fog over the Channel 
when the aeraplane was returning home, 
and the pilot was guided by wireless from 
Croydon. He had to climb over four 
thousand feet to get above the fog. When 
the English coast was reached the atmo- 
sphere was much clearer. 

The Prince when he left Croydon took 
the wheel at his car and drove to London. 


A DAY OF MOURNING. 

Throughout France yesterday was a day 
of mourning. ‘There were Services in the 
churches of cities, towns and villages, and 
delegations of ex-soldiers placed wreaths 
on the local war memorials. 

Shops were closed during the hours of 
the funeral, and private inhabitants, as 
well as public administrations, put out 
crepe-decked flags. i 

Nor was the mourning? confined to 
France. There was an iniposing- ceremony 
at Rabat, another. at Peirut, and even m 
Vienna and Sofia Solemn Mass was held 
in the French churches, attended by repre- 
sentatives. of the Allied and Iiriendly 
nations. 


FREE STATE REPRESENTATIVES.

_ During the discussion of the Redistribu- 
tion of Seats Bill, in the Northern House 
of Commons yesterday, Mr. Harbison, one 
of the Nationalist members, stated that in 
the coming general election they would 
consult the electors as to whether or not 
they would continue to attend the sittings 
of the House. 

The bill proposes to abolish proportional 
representation, and yesterday was the 
fourth of the five days allocated under the 
guillotine io the Committee stages. The 
parliamentary counties under discussion 
were Down, Fermanagh and Londonderry. 


THE COUNTY DOWN, 


AMENDMENTS REJECTED. 


Mr. P. O'Neill (Nationalist) moved an 
amendment to transfer the electoral divisions 
of Attical and Hilltown from the new South 
Down division to the Mourne division. “We 
understand by the bill and the statement of 
the Prime Minister, ” he said, “ that certain 
seats have been marked out as seats that can 
be won by the Nationalist Party. These are 
two of them, so that whatever may happen to 
the umendment cannot make any ra 
so far as the Governmet’s majority is con- 
cerned,”’ 

Proceeding, Mr. O'Neill said that at pre- 
seut there would be a small Nationalist 
majority in Mourne, but it was very ques. 
iionable if there would be a majority in 
future owing to the fact that there were 
sixteen hundred British soldiers in Ballykin- 
lar Camp who might get votes. He was pre- 
pared to give the Roctenmat this much 
credit, that probably they were not aware 
that the Nationalist majority was so smal] or 
that the soldiers could get votes. In addi 
tion there were several hundred men em- 
ployed at the Silent Valley reservoir, and 
this was a floating population, and not, a per- 
manent one. 

Mr. J. H. Collins (Nationalist) supported 
the amendment. 

The Prime Minister (Viscount Craigavon) 
said that he was sorry that he could not. ac- 
cept the amendment. The effect of Mr. 
O'Neill's suggestion would be the undoing oí 
the very careful work that had been undar- 
taken to make each of the seats as level as 
possible without disturbing the whole area. 
ilf they took sixteen hundred and thirty 
voters from one division and put them into 
another, there would have to be other adjust- 
ments. He did not see any great argument 
in the suggestion that there might be one or 
two regiments stationed at Ballykinlar. Ne 
person knew how they would vote. Anyone 
who looked at the Down divisions would see 
that they were as level as possible, having 
regard to the relative populations. 

Mr. Devlin declared that he felt deep 
salisiaction at the attitude of the Prime 
Minister, as his refusal was another indica- 
tion of the hypocritical attitude taken up by 
the Prime Minister when he said that he 
would lisien to and consider any rational 
amendments proposed. 

““T am glad that he has done this, but 1 
would have been hetter pleased if he had 
told us at the beginning that he would not 
only make no concessions either on the broad 
principles or on the details of the bill.’’

THE MOURNE DIVISION. 

Mr. P, O'Neill then proposed a further 
amendment, that the Hilltown electoral area 
be taansferred to the Mourne division. He 
pointed out that the Prime Minister's argu- 
ment was weakened considerably, for only 4 
small number of people would be transferred 
by the change he Mourne division would 
have a population of 27,085, and South 
Down 25,562, and there was not much dis- 
parity between the two. 

Mr. McAllister (Nat.), seconding, said 
that if the amendment was not accepted, then 
the proceedings in the Committee were a 
farce, and they were simply there as register- 
ing machines, and a Parliamentary institu- 
tion in Northern Ireland was a luxury per- 
forming no useiul function. 

Mr. J. H. Collins (Nat.) also supported, 
and declared that if they were to be merely 
rubber stamps for the Government proposals 
they would be far better outside. 

The Prime Minister said that he could noi 
accept the amendment. At present the 
Mourne division was by far the largest of the 
Down divisions.

THE FERMANAGH DIVISIONS. 

On the schedule relating to the County 
Fermanagh, Mr. Healy (Nai.) proposed an 
amendment rearranging the three coneti- 
tuencies in the county, and said that the 
previous day the Attorney-General had 
endeavoured to explain why represeniation 
could not be given to 38,000 Nationalists in 
Co. Antrim, but in Co. Fermanagh repre- 
sentation could be found for 12,000 Unionists. 
One of the constituencies arranged under 
the bill was sixty-eight miles in length. 
Nobody ever saw such rascality as what 
was taking place in the county. They had 
gerrymandered the constituency so that. 44 
per cent. of the population get two repre- 
sentatives and 56 per cent. only one repre- 
sentative. So well had the seats for the 
County Council been gerrymandered that, 
under proportional representation, while 
there were eleven Nationalists and nine 
Unionists on the Council, under the gerry- 
mandered scheme there were six’ Nationalists 
and fourteen Unionists. In the Enniskillen 
area the Protestants had never built a single 
school: the Catholics had built several, and 
had to pay for the education of the children 
of Protestants. They had persecuted the 
Catholics and deprived them of positions. 
The Civil Service was a closed door to 
Catholics, and the, Minister of Finance had 
repeatedly refused to publish the names of 
the Civil Service, because he was afraid of 
what the Jist would disclose. 


ELECTORS TO BE CONSULTED. 


Harbison (Nat.) said that the fact 
cent, of the people in Fermanagh 
got one seat and 44 per cent. got two seats 
was sufficient to condemn the bill. He hesi- 
tated jong before he came into that Parlia- 
ment. but, in view of their treatment, they 
would put to themselves the question 
whether they would sit there any longer. . 

‘We have got the last insult in this bill, 
and we have no rights now except the right 
to pay taxes,’ declared Mr. Harbison. He 
added that in the coming election they would 
consult the electors as to whether or. not 
they would continue to attend that House.

LABOUR CRITICISM OF 
NEW TARIFFS, 


“THE VICIOUS CIRCLE”

When the Senate assembled at three o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, the Chairman, Mr. T. 
R. Westropp Bennett, referred to the death 
of Senator Sears, and a resolution of sym- 
pathy was passed, as reported in another 
colomn. ’ 

The Chairman announced that the election 
to fill the vacancy would take place on Wed- 
nesday fortnight, April 10th. 

Answering Mr. Milroy, the Chairman said 
that nominations should be received within 
seven days. 

The House decided to adjourn consideration 
of all the bills on the Order Paper, except 
the Finance (Customs and Stamp Duties) Bill, 
1929, which had been certified by the Speake: 
of the Dail as a Money Bill. k 

Ou the motion that this bill be read a 
second time, ' 

Mr. JOHN BAGWELL said that this bill 
sought to carry one step further the policy 
of Protection, and it did not for that reason 
afford any opportunity ef saying anything 
new on the subject: but as he was opposed 
to the policy of Protection, he felt in duty 
bound to oppose that bill. The arguments of 
a Protectionist were an easier task than those 
of a Free Trader, because he could claim 
that protection encouraged home industries, 
caused more of their home requiremeits to he 
made at home, and gave more employment. 
The Free. Trader's arguments against protec- 
tion must largely be of a negative character. 

DANGEROUS LEGISLATION. 

There were all sorts of dangers to be run 
from this class of legislation. His prin- 
cipal reason for opposing the bill was that 
protection of any industry had the effect of 
increasing the cost of production, while at 
the same time it removed the incentive to 
cheap and eflicient production. which was 
necessary to meet the competition in out 
markets from other countries. A full de- 
velopment of our export trade would he the 
best means of bringing money inte this 
country. 

He was opposed to a Protection policy for 
this country. Whatever advantage Protec- 
tion might have in getting over certain diffi- 
culties in England, those advantages applied 
in less measure to Ireland than to England. 
The great difference was that Ireland was an 
overwhelmingly agricultural country, and, 


therefore, there was a large export trade in 
agricultural products. He knew that the |

SEAN MILROY said that Mr. Bax 
speech was a rehash of the Cobdenite 
theory of tree trade, which was aa dead as the 
‘ United _ Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland. : The cause for which Mr. Bagwell 
was fighting had been fought and lost in this 
island many years ago. These theories of free 
trade were dead as the Dodo. If this 
country were to be a stable State it would 
have to develop an industry apart from 
agriculture, by means of which the population 
would find employment, and that would e 
the strain on the iand. There was no reason 
whaiever why the development of non- 
agricultural industry should not go forward. 
If that was to be admitted, then it followed 
that the Government must utilise wisely and 
effectively the power which it possessed to 
give the non-agricultural potentialities of the 
State an opportunity of development. 

Sir WALTER NUGENT said that he was 
entirely in favour of measures for the pro- 
tection of our industries. He had come back 
from America a strong protectionist, but his 
views ou that subject were somewhat modified 
since. In America they put tariffs fori revenue | 
on articles which could be produced in 
America, and they allowed into the country 
free articles that could not be produced there. 
In England the policy was exactly the reverse, 
but the conditions in England accounted for 
that. 

CASE OF THE FORD TRACTORS. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that the bill showed 
the extreme difliculty of anv kind of wholesale 
protection. He was not at all certain that the 
increase from _ fiiteen to twenty per 
cent. was sufficient to prevent some 
injury to the manufacturers of ‘‘veady-mades.” 
It might be that the injury to them would 
be compensated for by a gain to the woollen 
mills. He thought that Section 3 of the 
bill (which deals with remissions of duty 
in the case of Ford. tractor exports) was a 
wise step on the part of the Government, 
but he did not like it. He was afraid that 
the effect of the section would be to prevent 
any man from starting a new industry. He 
thought this duty should be dropped 
altogether. 

Mr. COMYN. K.C., referred to the ** tariff 
wall ” drawn the country. and said 
that, so long as there was a political wall, 
a tanff wall would remain. 

Mr. J. T. O’FARRELL said that he had 
heard a lot of balderdash about the indignity 
of producing cattle and pigs for the people 
ot Great Britain, but there was no shame in 
producing for them stout and biscuits and the 
like. He could not see where the indignity 
came in of excelling im agricultural produ 
tion. hev should ‘get rid of the humbug 
about Ireland being a cabbage garden for the 
people of England. Spain had higher tariff 
walls than any other country in Europe, but 
he did not know whether they aspired to the 
economic prosperity of Spain or the Balkans 
which also had high turiffs. 

‘SOMEBODY MUST PAY.”’ 

This bill would not do much for the solu 
fion of unemployment, and somebody would 
pay ‘for the additional employment given. 
One remarkable thing «about the woollen 
industry was that, comparatively speaking, 1t 
had a very yood export trade. He was of 
opinion that it was fair that pfotection—at 
least ; selective pie Lection—she vuld get a 
chance, and he was prepared to give it a 
chance long as it did not run riot 
altogether. It might mean an increase i 
the price of the manufactured article—he did 
not know why—but it might be compensated 
for by the employment of a thousand more 
persons. 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that the position 
of free traders like himself was that imports 
must be paid for by exports; therefore. “the 
more you buy the move you must produce in 
order to pay for what you buy.” 

' A POLICY OF LOG-ROLLING.”’ 

‘* We feel,” he added, “ that there is reat 
danger in bolstering up an ineflicient industry 
to the prejudice of the taxpaper, and, above 
all. to the setting up of a policy of  log- 
rolling. One section of the population should 
not be favoured at the expense of the other, 
fer that is one of the most dangerous forms 
of ‘graft’ that corrupted the whole Amevi 
ean political system,” 

lt was admitted, continued Sir John. that 
the range of home-manufactuved cloths was 
very restricted, and that if people wished to, 
follow the fashions they would be forced to 
dress largely in imported materials. He 
knew that a certain section of patriots said : 
‘If you do not buy Irish materials you must 
pay for ii.” It was for that House to sey 
whether it was likely that such a_ policy 
would make for a happy and contented 
eonttry. Why should the people be forced 
hy sumptuary legislation to wear such clothes 
as they did not want? There were already 
several industries protecied, by which twelve 
thousand additional persons had found em- 
ployment. Against that was to he placed the 
undoubted increase in the cost of living which 
the whole agricultural population must bear. 
The argument for protection was unbalanced 
and showed an entire lack of proportion— 
twelve thousand as against the whole agricul 
tural population which would be prejudiced

SMOKELESS FUEL FROM COLLIERY 
WASTE. 

Colonel the Master of Sempill, of the 
Advisory Council of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, presided 
at a luncheon held at the Cafe Royal, Regent 
street, London, yesterday, to w itness a 
demonstration of petrol and smokeless fuel 
from coal and colliery waste, invented by 
Mr. N. H, Freeman. The process has been 
thoroughly investigated by the Fuel Research 
Board, and reported on favourably. One of 
the most important statements made by the 
.director of fuel research, Dr. ©. H. Lander, 
is that 10 per cent. greater yield was obtained 
from this system than from any other system 
or process investigated by the Board. Since 
the Government investigation and report were 
made, the Futl Research Board has been in 
association with-Mr. Freeman and his further 
experiments and improvements. In February 
of this year Dr. Lander, delivering the Cantor 
Lectures before the Royal Society of Arts, 
made special reference to the process, and 
said that it gave a greater yield of oil than 
any other process he had tested. Referring to 
the latest stage this year to which the experi- 
ments had taken the process, he said that the 
newer process was a slight modification of the 
oider one, and it was one which, for certain 
bas tended to increase the oil yield etill 
urther.

unity. He is, therefore, disturbed by the 
new clash -which has arisen with the faction 
ia Kwangsi, Dr. Molony was born in Dublin 
en June 2, 1865. His father, the late F 
Fh. Molony, was a well-known member of the 
Madras Civil Service. 

“ This new outbreak,” Bishop Molony told 
me, “ seems to be connected with the great 
convention of representatives from all the 
provinces which has been. summoned 
to meet in» Nanking. This is in con- 
nection with the reburial there of the 
body of Sun Yat Sen, which is being removed 
from Peking to be placed in a wonderful 
mausoleum that has been built. It is 
veacbed by way of a great road, 120 feet 
wide, driven through the city, and  con- 
structed without any compensation to owners 
o! property, a fact which has caused a good 
geal of discontent. The Kwangsi party is 
gee of Nanking, and, if they are success- 
ul, others may begin to show their dis- 
HE The general at Tientsin is sup 
« be disloyal to General Feng, and might 
particularly cause trouble. 

‘I should particularly regret the fall of 
the party at Nanking, which contains a large 
number of men, who, although much of the 
bloom of the Christian principles in which 
they have been reared, and which many stil] 
sincerely profess, has been rubbed off b 
the exigencies of military and political life, 
still exhibit in their higher principles and 
eithusiasms the effect that Christianity has 
had on their lives. 

“ Mr. C. T. Wang, the Foreign Minister and 
the cleverest politician in China, has na 
sincere Christian, and Mr, T. V. Soong, the 
Finance. Minister, and Mr, C. C. Woo come 
from Christian families. The head of the 
Administration, General Chiang Kai Shek, 
has married a Christian, and Feng’s lieu- 
tenant, Chang Tsi Kiang, is a welcome 
speaker at Christian gatherings. The 
(hristianity of General Feng and his family 
jas undoubtedly been complicated by the in- 
fence of his» second wife, who Jost her 
(hristianity after her visit to Moscow; but 
] do not feel that Feug himself has really 
abjured his Christian faith. From the 
political point of view, he has become a more 
sensible and better instructed man, and he is 
definitely becoming ‘the power behind the 
throne.” He will become more powerful, and 
he might even become President.” © 

COMMUNISM. 

On the other hand, Bishop Molony antici- 
pates that the new Government will -be 
laced by a good many crises, and he says 
that, if Nanking falls, Communism will again 
make a bid for power. ‘* The Communists 
have been vigorously suppressed, but this 
very fact has embittered many power- 
ful families, in which there have been 
sons and daughters who have been executed 
because of their Communist tenets. Some of 
the present Government, too, are semi-Com- 
munists, and Communist agents have been 
getting at the workers in the factories and 
at the agriculturalists. If there is chaos in 
China, Communism will again raise its head. 
Many of my own pastors have told me 
privately that they do not think the Nanking 
rgime will last, because of the natural 
jealousy of those who have gained wealth 
and power, and because of the dissatisfac- 
tion caused by increased taxation and such 
measures as city improvements without com- . 
pensation, The Government is, therefore, 
not. out of the wood by any means, but my 
own feeling is that they are likely to pull 
through, for they are not only capable men 
ad, as I have said, actuated to a large 
extent by high principles and unconscious 
Christian outlook, but also because their 
strong geographical position gives them great 
power. The evils such as military rivalry 
aid opium will gradually be eliminated, ] 
am sanguine enough to say.” 

 BRITAIN’S ATTITUDE. 

Britain's attitude to China had greatly 
assisted China to regain her self-respect, said 
the Bishop, and the appointment: of Sir 
Frederick Whyte as Government Adviser 
“aS a most hopeful sign, which could not 
have been tmagined two years ago. *‘ To- 
day Britain and China are the best of 
friends,” he said, ‘‘and this is due to the 
attitude of Sir Austen Chamberlain and to 
the reaction after the coquetting with Russia. 
[he professions of America are somewhat 
distrusted, but the British are felt to be 
ichable and stable.”’ 

bishop Molony, who went to China in 1908, 
alter eighteen years in the Central Provinces 
of India, says that in the past twenty years 
the Christian Church in China has probably 
doubled. ** To-day in Christian work there 
is rapidly increasing equality and co-opera- 
tion between the missionaries and the Chinese 
Christians. Chinese financial support is 
steadily increasing, but help from overseas 
will be required for some time to come,” he 
suid. ‘* There are now three Chinese assist- 
aut bishops, and two more will be conse- 
crated this summer, and it is worth noting 
that my successor, Dr. Curtis, is Bishop of 
Chekiang, instead of just bishop in Chekiang, 
as Í was, for he has been chosen and con- 
secrated in China. I believe that Christianity 
“ill develop in a stable and sensible form, 
and will make for an organised Christianity 
iather than a fiuid one, for every Chinese 
kes to be in an organised society.”

DILL OLL PLANT. 


Among the papers. read yesterday at the 
Royal Dublin Society scientific meeting was 
oné on Dill Oil, which is used as a perfume, 
and in various toilet soaps. The plant from 
which the oil is extracted has been grown 
successfully in England, and the object of the 
paper was to prove that it can be grown here 
on an economical basis. Experiments have 
beeo undertaken by three protessors of Cork 
University on the farm attached to the 
institution, and analysis has proved that the 
oil extracted from the plants was suitable in 
every respect for use.
